Examination whatever; and a, great many 


of your Friends have been ſurprized that 
the Queen ſhould not have had ſo much 


regard to your Merit, as to have ſavd you 


that Expence of Modeſty of Apprizing Her 
Majeſty of it your ſelf. 


THE Biſhops too, and the Clergy have 


not been ſo Civil as they ſhould have been: 


They have plagu'd and peſterd you with 
Paſtoral Letters, Vindications, Tryals of 


Witneſſes, &c. till they have at laſt put you 
to the trouble of this Defence; which has 
indeed had that unfortunate Effect upon me, 


and ſeveral who were in a hopeful way be- 
fore, that I know not how, but we begin 
to think you not ſo much in Earneſt as you 
ſeem'd to be in your Diſcourſe.—1 ſhall 


therefore repreſent our ſeveral Scruples to 
you, in hopes that in Conſideration of ſo 


many” Converts, you will be as particular 
in your Anſwers as you Can afford, 
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I the firſt Place we meet with a Dedi- 
cation to the Queen, where our plain Senſe 
teaches us to think you have treated Her 
Majeſty with an unuſual, nay, even with a 
Criminal Liberty : But however as you have 


taught us the Vanity of believing our own 


Eyes, as to the /iteral Senſe of any thing, 
we therefore deſire an Inſtance of that ſort 

of Reaſoning, by which a literal Libel be- 
comes an allegorical Panegyric ; otherwiſe, 


as you have made ſome ſort of a Propoſal to 
Her Majeſty of accommodating the Diffe- 


rence betwixt yourſelf and the Biſhops, How
